The spokesman said a 400* 


man paratrooper battalion en. 
gaged the North Vietnamese 
early Wednesday afternoonfour 
miles northeast of Dak To, the 
sector of three weeks of heavy 
fighting earlier tills month. Aft. 
er six hours, the spokesman 
said, the North Vietnamese 
broke off the contact, leaving 
130 bodies on the battlefield. 


The Dak To sector had been 


relatively 
quiet 
since last 


Thursday when UJS. infantry, 
men captured the heights of 
Hfll 875. 


In earlier fighting around Bo 


Due, allied aircraft showered 
bullets and bombs on attackers 
who has overrun part of a gov- 
ernment district headquarters. 


South Vietnamese spokesmen 


said the assault on Bo Due was 
carried out by members of the 
272nd Viet Cong Regiment, 
which allied officers believed 
had been decimated early this 
month in a week of fighting 
around the Loc Ninh district 
headquarters, 10 miles south, 
west of Bo Due. 


The regiment was reported to 


have lost 918 killed at Loc Ninh 
and some officers said at the 
time it would be a long while be. 
fore the enemy unit, including 
large numbers of North Viet- 
namese, could fight again.

and South Vietnamese Jets, the 
Viet Cong retreated at dawn 
from Bo Due after losing 65 
killed in 5Va hours of fighting.

army in Yemen had embarked 
from Hodeida. The Egyptians 
had not been expected to com. 
plete their withdrawal until Dec. 
15.Qahtan Al Shaabl, who Is ex. 
pected to be proclaimed presl. 
dent of the new republic of 
South Yemen, as Aden has been 
renamed, was expected to ar- 
rive today for a triumphal entry 
into his country. 


The republican governments 


of Yemen and South Yemen have 
declared they will eventually 
unite into a single country. 


Aden's struggle against the 


British, who came here 128 
years ago, began in earnest in 
December, 1963. B was a war 
of hand grenades in the town and 
ambushes upcountry, conducted 
by two groups, the National Lib.

A Nation of Wasters 


There can be no questioning the 


fact that we are a nation of wasters. 
In some respects we consider down- 
right waste to be the hallmark of our 
national affluence. And in the thous- 
ands upon thousands of tons of solid 
waste we dispose of daily we fail 
to see any threat to maintaining this 
affluence far into the future. 


Nor do we intelligently decipher 


the handwriting on the wall as we 
witness other 
wasteful extrava- 


gances, examples of which are all 
about us. 
Our intelligence should tell us that 


a time will come when technologists 
will no longer be able to fill in the 
gaps created by this tremendous 
wasting, and the day of reckoning 
will be at hand. Perhaps that day is 
already here. 
Depletion and wasting of our natur- 


al resources has created Appalachia 
and all" of the social suffering and 
upheaval that has followed. Other 
sections 
of the nation where the 


natural resources are being drained 
at an alarming rate are not much bet- 
ter off. 
Others will soon follow. 


For the land not only produces 


the necessities of life we normally 
expect from it, but a host of other 
materials that are needed to keep 
our gigantic 
industrial machine 


grinding out the products we waste 
without compunction. 


But the land is not our only prob- 


lem. 
Add to this the tremendous 


sources of waste that pollute our 
air and water and the waste brought 
about by the pollution of our air and 
water. 
The sum of it all is fan- 


tastic, as is the amount of money 


we will have to spend to correct 
the conditions that exist. 


Yet these may not be the areas 


of our greatest waste when we do 
reach the time of final tabulation. 
We may find that what we have 
"wasted" in our cities is of more 
consequence to our national survival 
than all of our other excesses lump- 
ed into a whole. 


For the way we have allowed the 


centers of our great cities to decay, 
deteriorate, and rot is 'the most 
flagrant form of waste. Buildings 
that were once sound and desirable 
for either business or residence, 
through lack of repair and upkeep, 
downgraded the community where 
they were located. Soon the cancer- 
ous* germ of carelessness their con- 
dition incubated spread until dilapi- 
dated buildings covered vast areas 
of the inner-city. 


These are the ghettos of today. 


The ghettos where ignorance and 
poverty 
have already sown 
the 


seeds of outright revolution and riot- 
ing and plundering is getting to be an 
everyday occurrence. It is here that 
we have not only wasted the value of 
materal things (the buildings), but 
have brought about the waste of the 
human potential these millions of 
ghettos residents possess. 


Carlisle, Pa., is outstanding proof 


that old buildings need not be dilapi- 
dated buildings. 
Some of the old 


buildings in this well-kept city house 
respected residents and profitable 
businesses. 
But Carlisle borders 


the Dutch Country where thrift is 
considered a virtue.

his public reports on toe progress of the Viet- 
nam War there has been a smoldering dispute 
between his headquarters and toe Pentagon over 
intelligence estimates.

McChristtan's estimates of 


communist infiltration and re. 
cruitment 
were a constant 


source of annoyance to Secre- 
tary of Defense McNamara, who 
thought they were higher than 
Anderson 


they ought to be. He suspected toe estimates 
might even have been deliberately Inflated to 
justify Westmoreland's repeated requests for 
more manpower. 


McNamara was anxious to avoid calling up 


toe reserves or increasing toe draft calls; 
therefore, he preferred to believe lower esti* 
mates of ens my strength. The Air Force also 
didn't like McChristtan' figures, which implied 
mat the bombing was hardly slowing down toe 
infiltration. 


Westmoreland, however, had a soldier's reluc- 


tance to underestimate enemy strength. B Is 
always safer, he knew, to accept toe maximum 
estimates. 


Even at best, keeping watch on Viet Cong 


movements 
is 
extremely difficult. 
Trail 


watchers and sensory devices are used to meas- 
ure toe movement over toe infiltration routes. 
But toe Viet Cong can move an entire division 
through toe dense Jungle under toe noses of our 
observers, who might not be able to detect any 
sign of a mass movement mat passes within 
1,500 yards of them. 


Captured documents and prisoners also don't 


always give an accurate idea of enemy infiltra- 
tion. North Vietnamese units, for example, often 
change their identification three or four times 
before they reach their assigned combat area In 
South Vietnam. Most of toe prisoners are dull 
privates who can't keep up with all toe changes. 


. Before toe presence of a North Vietnamese 


unit Is accepted as "confirmed," it must be re. 
ported by two independent sources. Thus, toe 
infiltration of only a few hundred men Is official- 
ly " confirmed" each month. 


Westmoreland is obliged to rely upon esti- 


mates, based largely upon the count from our 
observation teams and electronic detectors. 
Intelligence specialists, who worked with Me. 
Christian, have told this column that his esti. 
mates were conservative. He Insisted upon hard 
information and would never resort to guess. 
work in preparing his estimates. Privately, 
these specialists believe more North Vietnamese 
managed to infiltrate into toe south than he ever 
counted. 


Yet his infiltration estimates ranged around 


10,000 a month In 1966. reached as high as 
14,000 in June, 1966. He also estimated the 
Viet Cong recruitment in toe south at around 
7,500 a month. 


Note—Whatever toe correct figure, If s slg. 


niflcant that in-late 1964 before toe United 


States bombing the north, toe infiltration 01 
North Vietnamese troops south was estimated 
at 2,000 a month. The bombing was started 
Feb. 7, 1965, to stop this Infiltration. Since 
then Infiltrating is estimated at a minimum of 
5,000 to 6,000 a month and a maximum of 
14,000. 


There was subtle pressure on McChristtan 


from the Pentagon to reduce his estimates, 
which he refused to do. He took more care, 
however, to back up his estimates with hard 
intelligence. 


ft is true that toe number of "confirmed" 


Infiltrators has dropped dramatically since 
1966. 
One reason, however, is that North 


Vietnam has been sending down Individual re. 
placements rather than units. This makes it 
vastly more difficult to confirm from two sour- 
ces the presence of a group of infiltrators. 


Yet toe "conflrme*' rate is one of the fac. 


tors that go Into figuring toe estimates. With 
McChristian In Texas, toe "confirmed" count, 
down and toe captured enemy documents which 
tell of Increased problems, infiltration esti- 
mates have dropped to 5,000 to 6,000 a month. 
The Viet Cong recruitment rate Is also esti. 
mated around 3,600 a month, about half Me. 
Christian's previous figures. 


Some Intelligence experts believe McNamara, 


who has seized upon toe lower figures, is de- 
luding himself. On toe other hand there is evl. 
dence that toe Viet Cong are having trouble 
keeping up their strength. 


Note: 
A year ago, toe Viet Cong battalions 


were taking such a battering that most experts 
believed that they would be broken up into small, 
er, more elusive guerrilla bands. McChristian 
contended, however, that this would be such a 
major retreat that it would be an admission toe 
Viet Cong believed they were losing. His ap- 
praisal has turned out to be correct. 


While toe House has been yelling about spend- 


ing for toe war on poverty, Rep. James Scheuer, 
D-N.Y., points out that there has been no Con- 
gressional outcry about federal largesse In other 
areas—even when it goes down toe drain. 


Scheuer reminded Congress recently that in the 
last few years $4.5 billion of military hard- 
ware programs were abandoned, at a total loss. 
They Included me Skybolt missile ($2 billion), 
Dynasoar glide bomber ($1 billion), manned air. 
craft propulsion ($1 billion), toe PM6 mine, 
laying seaplane ($450 million) and toe Pluto 
project ($200 million). 


"These were experimental programs and lam 
sure no House member would point toe finger 
of guilt because of failure,",said toe New York. 
er. 
"I would hope that there would be some 


comparable charity toward efforts to end pov. 
erty in our land. 


"I am depressed by the empty defeatism of 


domestic doves who seek withdrawal from toe 
poverty war In the face of an enemy whose bat- 
talions are composed of joblessness, hunger, 
illiteracy and desperation. 
"Instead of poverty being their enemy, they 


appear to regard toe poor as the enemy. I be* 
lieve there ought to be more domestic hawks 
on toe floor of this chamber*and I am proud 
to be one."

general among most lawmakers

si cos of rec- 
ord. 


The one point 


on which there 
seems to be 
very 
little 


"conflict" re. 
volves around 
t h e (obvious) 
fact that within 
toe space of toe 
near-year it has been gathering 
around toe legislative festive 
board, It has accomplished less 
than any previous session of 
even remotely similar duration! 


The record Is dismal, almost 


negative, no matter how you 
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look at it. 


Perhaps the sharpest area of 


conflict has been not only be. 
tween toe administration and Its 
own forces within the legisla* 
tive branch but alsc within the 
administration legislative blocs 
In toe House and Senate as well. 


For example, because of a 


conflict of ideology the Shafer 
Administration has been unable 
to move in these eleven months 
toe $300 million Increased reve- 
nue program suggested by His 
Excellency - and this notwith- 
standing the fact that the ad. 
ministration's own forces are 
in control of both legislative 
chambers and have the seats to 
provide the votes to pass any 
legislation the administration 
desires. 


However, again a conflict with- 


in the administration'sown Sen- 
ate and House blocs has pre- 
vented this from taking place. 
In fact when you come right 
down to it, this has prevented 
movement of what loosely Is 
referred to as toe Shafer Ad- 
ministration 
legislative pro. 


gram - outside the orbit of 
fiscal affairs. 


A secondary area of conflict 


has dogged this session too. 


This concerns the conflict be- 


tween the administration and 
Democratic 
antWadmlnlstra. 


tton forces. Again, in theory, 
It should not have become an 
area of conflict inasmuch as 
administration 
Republicans 


have the (theoretical) strength 


on their own to move this or 
that legislative gem - to toe 
complete ignoring of minority 
Democrats. 


However it hasn't worked out 


this way, as conflict within ad. 
ministration Republican ranks 
has consistently denied 
toe 


administration 
such area of 


workability. Upshot has been 
that administration Republicans 
have had to turn to minority 
Democrats In toe hope of glean. 
Ing support - which in Itself is 
a built-in conflict of almost 
violently opposing ideologies! 


But the area of conflict doesn't 


end there for this 1967 session.

WASHINGTON - The polls 


show many Democrats prefer. 
ring Sen. Robert F. Kennedy to 
President Johnson. His short, 
est television appearances com* 
mand toe front pages, but, in 
fact, he is becoming a pretty 
lonely long-distance runner. 


It is very 


strange Indeed 
that this should 
be happening. 
T h e senator 
bears 
t h e 


greatest name 
in m o d e r n 
American poli- 
tics. 
In char- 


acter, in grasp 
of the 
great 


problems, 
in 


guts and energy. In power of 
personal appeal he Is quite ob- 
viously the most promising man 
of his age who has been seen In 
American politics for a very 
long time. He is surrounded 
by passionate admirers, as well 
as some who wish to bask in 
his reflected glory and profit 
by their alleged closeness to 
him. And a blaze of publicity 
lights his every act. 


The year 1972, moreover, Is 


the obvious goal of his long, 
distance race; and by then, 
Vietnam, the problem that has 
chiefly divided him from 
toe 


Johnson Administration, will 
certainly belong to history. Or 
there may even be a Republican 
in the White House. You would 
think, 
then, that loneliness 


would be toe last condition that 
he ought to fear. 


Yet Sen. Kennedy speaks to 


his friends, with a kind of rue- 
ful fatalism, of tfae acute dan. 
ger of his future "isolation.** 
There are two reasons for this 
very unexpected reading of his 
own future. The main one Is Sen. 
Kennedy's decidedly somber 
reading of th«lnimediate Amer. 
lean future. 


Unlike toe young people who 


turn out to cheer him,Sen. Ken* 
nedy has a gift of forethought 
and a strong sense of political 
reality. Furthermore, he has 
given closer attention to toe 
Negro problem in the United 
States than any other U. S. 
politician. Hence, he is well 
aware of the terrible Increase 
of 
what Is 
euphemistically 


called "polarization," 
which 


really means mutual hatred be- 
tween the races. 


He foresees hideous trouble 


in toe cities next summer, and 
perhaps even sooner. He further 
foresees the Increasing, nation, 
wide organization of toe more 
extreme Negro racists and their 
Increasing dedication to violent 
action - for this Is only too easy 
for them. This Idiotically com. 
placent nation continues its flab, 
by, blind neglect of the hideous 
conditions in the urban ghettos, 
and these conditions give the 
extreme Negro racists their 
advantage and their opportunity. 


For all these reasons, finally, 


Sen. Kennedy also foresees a 
sharp 
turn 
In this country 


toward the political right. In- 
evitably, such a turn to toe 
right by toe great middle mass 
of white voters will be swiftly 
provoked by the alarm arising 
from half a dozen simultaneous 
Detrolts next summer. And it 
will be made far worse by toe 
outraged indignation that will 
also be felt, If proof emerges 
- as Is only too likely - that 
the trouble In the cities has 
been stimulated and orches. 
trated by a sort of Negro racist 
guerrilla movement. 


Such a turn to toe right win 


certainly leave Sen. Kennedy 
very Isolated Indeed onlm* he 
take* steps to adjust his prea. 
ent position. He Is now tot hero 
of the fellow travelers of the 
Mew Left, though not of the New 
Left Itself, to reality, the ex. 


treme Negro racists also have 
no more use for him than they 
have for President Johnson; 
but toe middle mass of voters 
is not aware of these fine points. 


The mere nature of Kennedy's 


present support, toe kind of 
cheers that he evokes, the sort 
of image that he has projected 
will surely combine to leave 
him In Isolation If toe great 
middle mass of voters moves 
sharply to the right. Irrationally 
but unavoidably, the alarm and 
Indignation that he so rightly 
foresees will in some'degree 
rub off on Kennedy. 
This Is a development, of 


course, 
which Sen. Kennedy 


should find very easy to fore- 
stall. He has no more entousi. 
asm for urban racist guerrilla 
movements than any other sen- 
sible American. He has only to 
speak out, firmly, repeatedly 
and In a balanced way, pointing 
out toe positive things that so 
urgently need doing to solve toe 
Negro problem, but also stress, 
ing toe things toe Negro racists 
must avoid doing like the plague, 
to order not to make the Negro 
problem 10 times worse. 


The chances are, however, 


that he will do nothing of toe 
sort - and here we come to 
toe second half of Kennedy's 
problem. On the one hand, he 
Is unlike his brother, who al- 
ways sought a wide spectrum of 
advice, from the extreme right 
to toe moderate left. 
President Kennedy's most left- 


wing regular adviser, Theodore 
Sorensen, Is DOW the most con* 
servatlve 
adviser regularly 


consulted by Sen. Kennedy. And 
the senator has no practical 
political advisers at all, where 
his brother always had Kenneth 
O»Donnell and Lawrence O'- 
Brien at his shoulder. 


On toe other hand, the s«nator 


Is also unlike his brother to 
being m fatalist.

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Ever since the Golden Eagle was hatched from 


the egg Congress laid when it tried to come 
up with a method of collecting fees from rec- 
reationists, the poor old bird has been having 
his feathers picked. First because the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund Act left too much of 
the policy making to the heads of various fed- 
eral agencies, with each agency coming up with 
a different idea on what should be charged for 
and what shouldn't be. And then because these 
agencies soon came to realize that they had been 
saddled with 'the collection chore while the 
monies they collected went to fund non-federal 
agencies in many cases. 


But the feather picking went further than this. 


Some of the recreationists who plunked down 
their seven dollars for one of the ducats soon 
found that while their privileges had been pur- 
chased on a yearly basis, the actual use of the 
facilities to which it admitted them was limit- 
ed to the period between Memorial and Labor 
Day. And when it became apparent to some of 
these purchasers that the "passport to adven- 
ture" provided many free services in the west- 
ern part of the country that were charged for 
in the East, the feathers really flew. 


But the real feather picker of them all has 


been the U.S. Corps of Engineers. Right from 
the start this agency that had been drawn into 
the recreation field with some reluctance object- 
ed to the policies and provisions of the Land 
and Water Conservation Act, and especially to 
the fact that their personnel was expected to 
become ticket-takers at the facilities they had 
provided. 


No one seems to know why, but when the act 


went into effect the Pittsburgh District of the 
Corps was exempt from participating. 
As a 


result, Corps facilities such as those at the 
Tionesta Dam have been allowed to operate 
without either entrance or use charges while 
those on adjacent federal lands (the Allegheny 
National Forest) have enforced the provisions 
of the act to the hilt. 


However, early this year there appeared signs 


of a compromise when it was announced that 
.he Corps would agree to institute fees at their 
recreational areas where over a quarter-mil- 
lion of dollars had been spent in developing 
me recreation area where the fee would be 
charged. 
But the offer of compromise had 


hardly been made before bills were being in- 
troduced in Congress that would prohibit the 
collection of the fees at Corps recreational 
facilities and prevent any compromise being 
made. 


One of these bills, perhaps the first, was in- 


troduced by Messers. Edwin W. Edwards and 
Speedy O. Long, both of Louisiana. 
H. R. 


11237 would amend the River and Harbor 
Act of 1965 to prohibit certain fees from be- 
ing charged in connection with the projects 
administered by the Secretary of the Army. 
It would prohibit the charging of fees under the 
Land and Water Conservation Fund Act for 
entrance, admission, or access to the project 
area or for the use of minimal recreational fa- 
cilities. No charge could be levied for the use 
Df any boat mooring, docking facility, duck 
blind, ski-jump float, or similar facilities on 
my Army Engineer project. 


This proposal, along with others that have 


been introduced before or since, has encour- 
aged the Corps of Engineers to withhold ac- 
tion on the proposed compromise. In a recent 
announcement (November 8) the Department of 
the Army stated that the collection of fees in 
connection with their recreational facilities 
would be postponed until January 1, 1969 to 
give Congress time to decide on pending legis- 
lation. 


How the matter finally turns out isn't of too 


much consequence. The fact is that sooner or 
later the recreationist is going to have to pay 
fees if he expects to enjoy his favorite sport 
at either state or federal recreational facilities. 


What may be far more interesting locally 


is what decision will be made if it is decided 
that facilities constructed by the Corps of Engi- 
neers are to be charge-free, and those facili- 
ties are being operated by the Forest Service 
which is totally dedi ^ated to the Golden Eagle 
program. 


What about Willow Bay? Roper Hollow? Ono- 


ville? 
Will the users of these areas have to 


pay or not? Or, considering the fact that the 
Kinzua Dam is an "Army Engineer" project, 
will the charge ban apply to both the shores and 
waters of the huge impoundment? 


We may have thought that once the Kinzua 


Dam was completed and functioning we could 
shake Congress out of our hair and get down to a 
rational existence. But that doesn't seem to be 
the way it works out. Once the philanthropical 
lawmakers get their feet in the door you're 
living with them as permanent house guests. 
However, as is true with many other members 
of the recreational clan, I find the lawmakers 
much easier to live with than the scrawny bird 
they hatched through the enactment of the Land 
and Water Conservation Fund Act, an act with a 
wealth of potential that has suffered from poor 


. administration.

Into focus are the transparen- 
cies - totally transparent tints 
of color, often in gel form, that 
are designed specifically to let 
a woman's skin show through. 
They represent the first major 
change In makeup in more than 
a decade. 


Since the early 1950's, when 


films like "Bitter Rice" ap- 
peared and earthy Italian ac- 
tresses forsook make-up in fa- 
vor of a bare-faced look, "natur- 
al" has been the word most 
employed in the cosmetics busi. 
ness. 


But "the Italian look," with 


the mouth bereft of lipstick and 
the eyes lush-lashed and black- 
rimmed, was not suitable for 
any woman out of her teens! 


Now, according to those who 


make the make-ups, even young 
women 
are yearning for a 


Change and are experimenting 
with rosier mouths, softer eyes. 


Almost all the experts agree, 


however, that the change toward 
more color must come in a new 
way, with no backward glance at 
the blood • red lips and cake- 
make-up of other eras.

Lauder Is 
now thinking In terms of gels 
for eye make-up to give the 
naturally sooty look of Irish 
eyes, for example. 


Revlon's contribution to the 


transparent trend comes as part 
of its Ultiman collection of cos> 
metics. Called the "Bronzage 
Collection," 
it Includes 
a 


"transparent face tint" - a 
creamy liquid foundation that 
goes onto the skin as a see- 
through tint of color, designed 
to give a woman an instant sun- 
glow in any shade from tawny to 
deep bronze. 


At Elizabeth Arden, Pablo, 


Arden's beauty director and 
great face-maker, explains the 
new face this way; 


"A woman should be a flower, 


a fruit, to be kissed, to be 
touched. No man wants to touch 
a woman's face and find his 
hands full of gooey make-up." 


With this distressing picture 


in mind, Pablo set about to de- 
velop a new product, one that he 
describes as a "non-make-up." 
Labelled "Creme Blush," the 
new product is not a foundation, 
Pablo explained, but a trans, 
parent base for "holding" pow. 
der. (Arden's transparent pow. 
der, Pablo hopes.) Creme Blush 
adds a delicate tint of color to 
the skin, but not a bit of tex- 
ture.

Designated "sheer" lipsticks, 
these semi-gels go on the mouth 
like brightly colored lip gloss- 
es, giving the color of ordinary 
lipsticks without a trace of its 
opacity.

East opened the bidding 


with one heart in third seat, 
choosing to treat his hearts 
and clubs as if they were the 
same length. On a holding of 
moderate strength, be rea- 
soned that it would facilitate 
the showing of both suits to 
bid hearts first. 


South over-called with one 


spade. West raised his part- 
ner to two hearts and North 
jumped to three spades. Bast 
now showed his second suit 
by bidding four clubs and 
South p e r s i s t e d to four 
spades. West competed with 
five hearts and had the 
opposition stopped to double, 
they could have collected an 
1,100 point toll by launching a 
cross-ruff in diamonds and 
clubs. 


South chose to carry on to 


five spades, however, and 
West doubled. 


Had West opened a heart, 


toe d e f e n s e would have 
cashed out two tricks in that 
suit to complete their book, 
with the ace of spades still to 
be scored. West chose to lead 
from 
his shorter holding, 


however, and declarer was 
given a little breathing room. 


South won the opening club 


lead in dummy with the ace 
and promptly put the jack of 
diamonds thru. East was 
under pressure and tho it 
would have worked out better 
for his side, bad he covered- 
it seemed advisable to make 
a fast decision to avoid giving 
away his holding, and he 
chose to play the five of 
diamonds. 


Declarer let the jack ride, 


and when it held the trick, he 
ruffed himself in with a club 
and cashed the ace of dia- 
monds, discarding a heart 
from dummy. A diamond was 
ruffed felling East's king and 
then a club was trumped, so 
that South could cash the now 
established queen of dia- 
monds and discard a second 
heart from North's band. 


East was obliged to ruff the 


qaeen of diamonds with the 
lone ace of spades and after 
he cashed the ace of hearts, 
the defense was thru. South 
trumped the club return with 
the king of spades and after 
drawing the r e m a i n i n g 
trumps,

State Supreme Court Rules 
Sabbath Law Constitutional

preme Court ruled Tuesday.

judges were Herbert Cohen and 
Henry O1 Brien. 


Bertera' s Hope-well Foodland, 


a store in Hopeland Township, 
Beaver Count}-, had challenged 
the law, saying it was uncoiu 
stitutional because it was vague 
and unspecific. 


In the majority opinion, writ. 


ten by Justice Michael Mus. 
manno, the court ruled: "The 
American workingman is en. 
titled to a day of rest with his 
family." 


"While it is obvious that, be. 


cause of works of necessity, 
charity and recreation, some 
persons will be required to toil 
on Sunday, 
a number so en. 


gaged must be kept at a mini- 
mum." 


"That is the keystone of the 


Sunday closing laws as they 
span nearly three centuries of 


American life." 


The law bars food stores fro re- 


selling on Sundays except for 
those that employ less than 10 
employes; those where food Is 
sold by the owner or members 
of his'family, and those where 
food is prepared on the prem* 
ises for human consumption. 


The Supreme Court modified 


the lower court ruling regard, 
ing the penalties for violating 
the law. The act provides a pen. 
alty of up to $100 for a first 
offense and a fine of up to S200 
or 30 days in jail for a second 
offense within a year. 


The lower court ruled that an 


offender who repeats an offense 
after a lapse of one year of his 
first offense shall be treated as 
a first offender. 


But the Sunreme Court dis. 
agreed. 
"To illustrate," the 


court said, "if a person is con* 
vlcted of his first offense on 
Jan. 1, 1967, of his second of- 
fense on July 1, 1967, and his 
third offense on Jan. 2, 1968, 
he would be subjected to the in- 
creased penalty for the offense 
of Jan. 2, 1968, even though a 
year had passed since his first 
offense of Jan. 1, 1967," 


" Every decision of the Penn- 


sylvania courts indicates that 
Sunday closing laws are to be 
interpreted in order to avoid a 
weekday commercialization of 
the Sabbath that would lessen 
reverence for the Holy Day, 
as proclaimed in the original 
act of the General Assembly, 
the succeeding relevant acts, 
and all the decisions interpret- 
ing these acts," the high court 
said.
